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MUST IT HAPPEN HERE? 


Our uncertain of direction government at 
{Ottawa was given a green light in the results 
‘of the four by-elections held some time ago. 
{And significantly it was an “all out’ decision 
in Canada’s two most politically opposite pro- 
vinces—Ontario and Quebec. The result should 
satisfy the most ambitious straddle-the-fence 
politician in the country. In both provinces 
there were some strang political bedfellows— 
those who like the same bunk. 


Many who have no particular partisan 
prejudice to cater to, will regret that Hon. Mr. 
Meighen will not be in the House. Politicians 
make quite a play about-having a strong oppo- 
Sition in government under the democratic sys- 
tem. Apparently they also desire to have the 
selection of the personnel of any such opposi- 
tion. There is a lot of opposition presently at 
Ottawa—several lots. In fact a new one had its 
birth not long ago in Parliament. In the House 
it js known as the Canadian party, but in Que- 
bec it appears to be the Canadian Republican 
party, with a self-styled George Washington 
to lead Canada out of the wilderness, if and 
when. ‘ 


The campaign. and results in. Ontario, es- 
pecially, in the opinion of many, indicate that 
Liberal party, once the great party of reform, 
is becoming the party of conservatism,’ with 
the socialist groupings forming the shock 
troops in Canada’s economic battle. 


Another pattern appearing out of the 
smoke of partisan battle and political manoeu- 
vering is that the coming plebiscite proposing 
to release the government from its self-impos- 
ed commitment on conscription, win, lose or 
draw, is not at all likely ot bring about much, 
change in policy in the matter of use of man- 
power. : 


The result of the down East election con- 
Stitutes a mandate to the government to get on 
with the war. Canada is faced with an enor-4 
mous task in this war and it is our humble 
guess. that before many months we are going 
to be much too busy to afford partisan side 
shows. We cannot afford to pay the price of 
division throughout eight-ninths of Canada for 
the sake of a doubtful unity in the ninth sec-4 
tion. Unity for political purposes will have to 
give place to unity for Canada’s survival in this 
war. 


What an inspiration it would be to al] 
Canada if our politicians, all shades, would 
give evidence of as much shrewdness and 
forcefullness in leading the fight against those 
who have set the world on fire, as they do in’ 
fighting domestic political foes.

SUBJECT TO CHANGE 


“Thou art Simon—thou shalt be called Cephas, a 
stone.”—John 1:42 


When the Master looked upon Simon He saw him 
not only as he was, but he also saw all that he might 
become when the friendship of Jesus had warmed his 
heart and enriched his life; when the teachings of 
Jesus had given him wisdom, and wher the experi- 
ences of struggle and failure, penitence and forgive- 
nets, endsorrow and joy, had wrough ttheir trans- 
formation in him. The new name was a prophecy of 
‘the man that was to be, the man that Jesus would 
make of him. At the outset he was only Simon, rash, 
inpulsive, self-confident, vain, and therefore weak 
and unstable. Thou shalt be Cephas, or Peter, a stone 
—something solid and unshaken upon which Christ 
could rely—something strong, and bold, and coura- 
geous, who would play a great part in the building 
of His Church. 


The Master says something similar to us. He sees 
the possibilities in us, if we will only walk with 
Him, and learn from Him as Peter did. We are not 
always to be poor fishermen, or poor anything else. 
Some day, some of us are to be great Apostles. Some 
are to be great leaders, great workers, and all of us 
ought to be greater Christians than we are today. 
Something glorious is before us. Christ sees S us first 
as we are, with all our imperfections, our blemishes 
and blota, but He sees also the possibilities that lie 
under all our faults 


We do not consider enough what we are to be, 
when the new life in us grows into full splendor and 
character. We think of ourselves too much as ‘earth- 
worms’ meant to grovel in the dust of earth, meant 
to rise to nothing higher. But we are not worms, we 
are immortal beings, and it is time for us to realize 
that, and to know that God wants us to be something 
above the sordidness and selfishness of the earth, and 
things earthly. We are the ‘heirs of heaven’ and it is 
time for us to begin to live as children of heaven—if 
Over we are to be at ‘home’ when we reach there. 


It is only whn we get out of the smallnesses and 
pettinesses of the ways of the world, and into the 
ways of Christ, that we really begin to live, and 
really begin to show the “spirit that was in Christ 
Jesus,” as our lives are changed by real contact with 
Him. How can we expect to be transformed into His 
image, and so be fitted for our place obth in earth 
and heaven, unless we walk with Him? And how can 
we walk with Him—unless we walk in the way in 
which He walked? 


Even in the Garden, Christ had to warn Simon 
with the words, “Simon, sleepest thou? Couldst tho. 
not watch one hour?” Even at that last stage. just be- 
fore Christ’s chucifixion, he was still Simon He 
hadn't yet become Peter—a rock on which Jesus 
could rely. We too need to watch lest we, as Petcr 
himself later warned, “fall from our own steadfast- 
ness.” 


However, we should note, that if we are true 
followers of Christ, then all the experences of our 
lives have a place in making us what Christ would 
have us be. All life is a school in which we can learn 
or refuse to learn, but the lessons are there. Some- 
times we are alarmed by the disappointments, the 
difficulties, or the sufferings that we have to endure. 
But even these contain lessons, which, if we can 
learn them, will help bring us out into the more per- 
fect. life. The early Church was made strong by the 
persecutions it endured, and even the rejection of the 
disciples in some cities and towns, meant that the 
Gospel was carried to others who. were more willing 
to receive it, and who therefore made a greater con- 
tribution toward the building up of God’s Kingd: n. 
More than that, the disciples themselves were male 
strong and bold in the service of the Master by the 
very difficulties and oppositions they met. So, Chris- 


Of ourselves, we can be nothing, our changing 
will only be for the worse. With Christ, however, we 
tan be everything that He wills that we should be- 
come. Lyman Abbott once wrote, “Ipluck an acorn 
and hold it to my ear, and this is what it says to me.
